He also reveals the significant new 
evidence that he uncovered — the first verified link between the 
CIA and Lee Harvey Oswald — and then discloses how the 
Assassination Committee bosses deliberately slammed the door 
on efforts to pursue it. 
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This dramatically developed story details far more pivotal and 
potentially explosive areas of the Kennedy assassination than any 
book yet published and reveals aspects of the Select Committee’s 
investigation never made public.
